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MOTION FOR RULE ON CLERK

Appellant David E. Looney, by and through his attorneys, Butler Hicky & Harris, has

resubmitted a motion for rule on clerk to file the record and have his appeal docketed.

Appellant had previously filed a motion for rule on clerk after the clerk refused to docket his

appeal and would not accept the record due to a failure to comply with Arkansas Rule of

Appellate Procedure–Civil 5(b)(1).  On February 1, 2007, we remanded the case to the trial

court for compliance with Rule 5(b)(1).
